Mother of Haden Clarke 


Refuses to Accept Sui- 


cide Theory 


MIAMI, Fla.—(/f>)—Investigation in- 


to the fatal shooting of Haden Clarke, 
26, author, proceeded slowly Friday, 
while Mrs. Jessie M. Keith-Miller, 
Australian flier, and Capt. W. N. Lan- 
caster, her flying partner, remained in 
jail under an official change of plan 
by State Attorney N. Vernon Haw- 
thorne. 


Hawthorne said Friday night ho was 


satsfiied of Mrs. Keith-Miller's ignor- 
ance of information which might show 
conclusively whether Clarke, whom 
she had grown to love during the 
writing of her life story and whom 
she planned to marry, was slain or 
took his life. He questioned Lan- 
caster Friday but was silent as to any 
developments. 


Mrs. Ida Clyde Clarke, mother of 


the dead man and a professor of jour- 
nalism here, was quoted by the Miami 
Daily News as saying she declined to 
accept without reservation the theory 
that her son shot himself. She based 
her stand, she said, on the fact that 
in inherent dread of firearms, would 
have precluded his adopting 
this 


method had he contemplated suicide. 
She also said she was advised there 
were no powder burns around the 
hole in his head where the bullet en- 
tered.

By nuisance .is early in the 'spring; 
when the first flies" appear, declares 
Mrs. Ida A. Fenton, Extension econo- 
mist in 'home management.

The presence of flies in and about 


the premises indjcate that there" are 
unclean places where they bre,ed. 
Cleaning the barn yard and outdoor 
toilet is* the greatest move in fly con- 
trol. They breed and feed in filth, 
and come directly from these places to 
the house where they may deposit 
germs of typhoid .asiatic cholera, dy- 
sentry and a number of other diseases 
that are transmitted in' like manner. 


The fly that is lifted from the glass 


of milk o rdish of jelly may only a 
few hours hence have left his home 
in the manure pile. If every citizen 
would keep this thought in mind It is 
a fairly certain belief that more en- 
thusiasm would be put into exterm 


the farmer has on hand, the better his

Good grass bay, various kinds, 


per bale, 'C. E, Rosenbaum, IVi 


north of Fulton, oo the McNab 


Feed Need in State 
Tote Greater in '32 


increased Number oi 


Stock Jn Arkansas to 


" Need More Feed 


The feed needs on Arkansas farms 


are likely to be greater next year than 
hey are this year, declares T. Roy 
field, asssitant Extension director. Un- 
iversity of Arkansas College of Agri- 
culture. 


lere are increased numbers of 


livestock on most farms in "the. state 
which will require additional feed. It 
must be remembered that the last two 
winters have been unusually mild, 
making it possible for livestock to ob- 
tain considerable sustenance from the 
fields and pastures and thus reducing 
the amount of grain and hay usually 
fed. Experiences of the past do not 
lead one to expect another winter as 
mild1 as the last two. The winter feed 
requirements may therefore be in- 
creased. 


There seems to be a feeling in some 


places that there was an over supply 
of feed on Arkansas farms last year, 
and in other places a general feeling 
of satisfaction that there is more than 
the usual supply. The large yields of 
last year are more responsible for 
this than was the large acreage. 


The possible increased need for feed 


this winter, coupled with the proba- 
bility that yields may fall consider- 
ably below the high mark of last year, 
emphasizes the need for making an 
increase in acreage devoted to feed 
crops over the acreage of last year. 


Taxes and other expenses next 


spring may be met from the sale of 
livestock to which this feed has been 
fed. 
This is good economy and gives a 


security especially needed in these 
times of low prices for cash crops.

Grain Sorghum Is 
Supplement to Corn 


Five Varieties Suggested 


for Use in This Section 


of Arkansas 


Grain sorghums may be used to sup- 


plement the corn acreage for grain 
production as a partial insurance 
against drouth. Tests conducted by 
the Experiment Station of the Univer- 
sity of Arkansas College of Agricul- 
ture, show that when there is a good 
season for corn, grain sorghums will 
not produce as much as corn, but 
when there is a drouth grain sor- 
ghums will outyield corn. For this 
reason, it is wise to have some grain 
sorghums in case of severe drouth, 
says D. 3. Burleson, Extension agron- 
omist, jjnivresity of Arkansas College 
gf Agriculture.
